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Until comparatively recently, New 
York had more residents who hated | 
soiled money—that is, dirty bills— 
than any other place on earth. Thou- | 
sands of bank depositors, cashing | 
checks at tellers’ windows, if hand- | 
ed bills that were not fresh from | 
the government presses, were apt to | 
put up a strong kick. New York 
hotels, particularly those of preten- 
sions, prided themselves on always | 
being able to make change for their | 
guests in brand-new money. In fash- 
ionable restaurants, it was consid- 
ered extremely bad form to send 
back change to a customer who had 
paid his meal check, in any but 
crisp, unused bills. Tellers, as a 
rule, dislike exceedingly handling 
new currency because the bills are : 
inclined to stick together and they 
have to take extreme care, and con- 
sume valuable time, in recounts to 
avoid paying out too much. But 
that made no difference to New 
Yorkers who wanted their currency 
fresh. 


* * * 


Then the war came. First, it be- 
came increasingly difficult to ob- 
tain new fives and tens. Dollar 
bills, the unsullied kind, remained 
plentiful until recently when banks 
began to shut down on handing out 
even new Singles to the general pub- 
lic. At certain banks, however, as 
this is being written, it is still possi- 
ble, if the devositor is known, to ob- 
tain brand-new bucks. But the sup- 
ply is so small that in:hotels and 
restaurants most of the currency 
given in change is beginning to look 
like the American bills in circula- 
tion in Havana, than which, accord- 
ing to travelers, there is none more 
forbidding to the American who has 
a keen appreciation of sanitation, 
Nowadays many women are em- 
ployed as cashiers in New York ho- 
tels and restaurants and some re- 
gard the soiled money with disdain, 


if not fear. Under the circum- 
stances, they can do nothing save 


handle it.

During the days of World War I, 
there was similar shortage of clean 
bills. It was met, or partially so at 
least, by subjecting dirty money to 
washing, whether by the government 
or the banks, I do not readily re- 
call, though it is my impression 
that the laving was done in Wash- 
ington. At any rate, the bills came 
out clean, though often less color- 
ful, and we got along without new 
money until the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing and the American 
Banknote company were able to 
turn their attention to matters other 
than producing Liberty Bonds. If 
every New Yorker were in the posi- 
tion of the eccentric member of a 
fashionable woman’s club, who op- 
erates her ivate money laundry 
in the club’s lavatory, things might 
be different. But that not being the 
case, there are many who hope that 
the government or banks will again 
go into the money-washing business.

them. They liked it." 

Seven youngsters showed up the 
next evening, and by the third eve- 


ning there were 13 or 14. 


“So I had my army,’’ Coron 
grinned, 
The parents liked the idea and 


suggested that some ‘‘weapons”’ 
should be provided. So some of the 
fathers and some of the men in Cor- 
on’s outfit fashioned wooden rifles. 

Coron taught his charges the man- 
ual of arms. He taught them close 
order drill. 

The army drills every evening 
now after Coron is through with his 
regular duties. Moreover, they drill 
like veterans. 

The physical side of their train- 
ing has not been neglected. Husky 
Jimmy Conton, from San Francisco, 
a private in Coron’s outfit, directs 
regular sessions in calisthenics. 
Gas-mask drill is part of the regu- 
lar routine. 

Not only do they have a bugler, 
but there’s a ‘“‘battery clerk’’ who 
keeps a record of Coron’s published 
“‘orders’’ and those who fail to re- 
port for drill.
